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The magnitude of the event cannot be 
judged from the military point of view 
alone. Its purely military reactions must, 
of course, be great and far-reaching. The 
Austrian offensive was an integral part of 
Germany's offensive scheme, and _ its 
collapse must exert a profound influence 
upon the situation in France. Probably 
the failure of Germany's great design of 
reducing the Allies’ reserves and freeing 
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Colonel Lynch, though an exponént of ad. 
vanced Nationalism, has, from the first day of 
the war, been an enthusiastic champion of the 
justice of the cause of the Allies. We under- 
stand that he will proceed at once to Ireland 
to take part in the new recruiting campaign, 
and he enters into this with the more deter- 
mined spirit, as he believes that it is vital to 
the political salvation of his couniry. 
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such a thing. Lastof all, the spirits of the 
Austrian troops will be affected consider- 
ably. They have failed in an enterprise 
stimulated by Germany, and aided by 
everything that Germany could do to make 
it successful. Germany will consequently 
be blamed.
